A shot was fired across the bows of the 
4,742-ton Hongkong steamer Leana (Captain E. 
Green) recently, when the vessel, en route to 
Port Parseval, French Indo-China, for a cargo 
of metal, was only ten miles from Gap Roel 

British naval authorities in Hongkong have 
a full report of the affair, which was repeated to 
the Telegraph this morning in dramatic detail 
by an officer of the vessel. 

The incident occurred shortly after the 
Leana left Hongkong for French Indo-China, 
and was, in all probability, witnessed by the 
lighthouse staff at Gap Rock. 


As soon as the Leana cleared Hongkong 
waters she was intercepted by a two-funnelled 
Japanese destroyer, which appeared to have 
been awaiting her arrival. 


Signals, which could not be dis- 
tinguished from the bridge of the 
British ships, broke from the yard- 
arm of the Jupanese warship, 
Captain Green who came to the Far 
East many years ago from Llanelly, 
South Wales, Ignored the frst signal 
from the destroyer. 

Five minutes later, when the 
destroyer had come almost alongside 
the British ship, another signal was 
hoisted, commanding Captain Green 
to stop Immediately. 

Captain Green rang through the 
“Stop™ signal to the engine-room, 
and the Leana slowly lost way. 


Shot Across Bows 


Apparently, however, the Britlsh 
ship was not stopping secon enough 
to satisfy the Japanese, who flred a 
shot across her bows.

It wos revealed afew days ago 
that the unexpected Chinese = resis- 
tance at Kiukiang had compelled the 
Japanese General Staff to transfer a 
bart of the Manchukuo force {o 
China, and it is these truops that are 
now being rushed back north. 

Military observers believes that 
Japan is straining cvery nerve on a 
victory in China before her reserves 
are sapped, and the necessity of 
engaging In war with Sovict Russia 
on a second front would present an 
almost unsurmountable obstacle. 

Military circles here belleve that 
the present time would be most 
opportune for a Russian military 
campaign against Japan, since the 
carly Siberian winter would hamper 
the Japanese to a considcrable 
extent, 

Moscow's aggressive attitude Is 
therefore believed to be based on the 
supposition that Japan could not 
possibly engage in war on a double 
front. . 

There seems no doubt but that 
alarms on the Manchukuoan front 
will assist the Chinese to a consider- 
able extent, since the present crisis 
with Sovlet Russia must have n harm- 
ful effect on JInpanese morale.— 
Trans-Ocean.

“WAXPERT modern methods applied 

to vegetable growing hnve made 
it possible to keep spinach on tho 
market practically the whole year 
round. Cooks have in thelr turn ex- 
pressed their appreciation of this 
enterprise in kitchen gardentng by 
concentrating so much on spinach 
cookery ‘thut:this has now become a 
most imporlant branch of that 
cookery which . adds distinction to 
catering. Spinach, good always, is 
particulfrly welcome ‘in summer 
menus. 

One discovery that has been made 
by scores of Women, who cach: thinks 
it is her own iden, is the practical 
ald of the mincer in the preparation 
of spinach. A specially selected re- 
cipe denling with this aspect, given 
below has been chesen because of 
its conclse and clear directions. 


i haze % pint of cooked and sieved 
spinach, make a jelly in the or- 
dinary way (lemon flavour would be 
suitable}, using % pint of apinach, 
stir well, scason to taste with salt and 
cayenne pepper.

For the 
sako of convenicnce to the 
merchants, we have decided to 
establish an office at Shumechun 
‘for’ the special purpose of 
collecting this tax, so that mer- 
chants can pay it at the spot. 
The rate of transit tax on all 
goods wil] be 60% of the Cus- 
toms duty paid on such goods.” 
Pursuant to the above, it has 
been decided that effective as from 
the 1th July, 27th Year of the 
Chinese Republic, our office at 
Shumchun will begin to function.

Using More Restraint 


Tokyo, July 22. 
Japanese newspapers ure report- 
ing the Manchukuo-Siberian border 
incldent with more restraint. 


Among tho chorus of denunciatory 
reports, two prominent newspapers 
give comparatively harmless inter- 
pretations of Russinn military men- 
sures, and refuse to see any reason 
for an Increase in Soviet-Japanese 
tension. 

The Aseht Shimbun declares that 
it hag proof that Sovict troop move- 
ments are not reinforcements from 
other districts, but are merely re~ 
gular relief movements. 

The newspaper believes that the 
mensures were taken for safe. reu- 
sons in connection with the recent 
flight to Japan of General Lushkow. 

Great attention is also being paid 
in Toltyo to a statement by General 
Koiso, former Commander-in-Chicf 
of the Japanese Army in Korea, whe 
likewise connects the Sovict troop 
movements with the desertion of 
General Lushkow. 

On the other hund, rome political 
circles express the opinion that the 
occupntion of the Changkufeng Hills 
by the Soviet forces and the attitude 
of the Soviet Government on the 
subject has created a situation that 
bears careful watching. — Trans- 
Occan. 


Soft Pedal 


in Preas 


Tokyo, July 22. 

Tokyo's evening newspapers have 
softened their attitude on the border 
situation and generally subordinate 
the news on this subject to playing 
up the “evacuation of foreigners” 
from Hankow.

Japanese Unable To 
Break Through 


Hankow, July 22. 

Large concentrations of Chinese at 
strategic points along the Yangtse 
have kept isolated Japanese units at 
SInngkow, Matang, Pengtsch and 
Hukow at a complete standstill, 
unable to claim even snail-pace pro- 
gress, declared Chen Cheng, Chair- 
man of the Hupch Government and 
nines: military spokesman, yester- 
ay. 


In a series of heavy assaults, the 
Chinese from positions of vantage 
inflicted heavy losses on the enemy 
in the past week, In the vicinity of 
Pengtsch, Chinese forces have reach- 
ed Shwangsantsicn, an important 
height overlooking and commanding 
the river town. 


Several Japanese attempts to force 
their naval arm into the Poyang Lake 
and land bluejackets ashore have 
been 
watchful defence forces, 
Chen declared. 


Chinese defence works along the 
Yangtse above Hukow at some places 
were damaged by terrific shellfire 
from Japanese war vessels. Apart 
from these, the Invaders have not 
been able to inflict other losses to the 
Chinese army, he sald. : 


ANHWE]I STALEMATE, 


Referring to the situation in cen- 
trai Anhwel, General Chen declared 
u stalemate now. prevailed along that 
front, where both sides ivere satisfied 
with minor operatlors. . 


A number of Japanese units, 
withdrawing from Chengyangkwan 
in central Anhwel southward, were 
waylaid ond attenuated by the 
Chinese guerillas and militia corps. 
The remnunts were driven back to 
their original positions. 


In cast Honan, Chinese troops con- 
tinue to score inhportant gains as. the 
Japanese retreat. Luyi and Taikang 
were retaken during the week and a 
large aren to the west of Chenliu, 
Tunghsu and Kihsien has now been 
cleared of the invaders. : 


About 2,000 Japanese troops at 
Tsaohsion, one of their strongholds in 
south-west Shantung, have also made 
preparations to evacuate the town 
and retreat to Kweiteh on the Lung- 
hai line, he said. 


In contrast to the lull south of the 
Lunghal Une, various points on the 
Tackow-Tsinghwa railway in north 
Honan was a hive of Japanese 
military activity. Troop movements 
were golng on at Poni, Sinyang and 
Tslyuan. 


On the south Shansi front, heavy 
fighting has been raging at mony 
points, including Howma, Yuanku, 
Anyi, Lintsin and other places. 
Heavy casualties have been suffercd 
by both sides.—Central News.

DANGEROUS GAME 
AT CHANGKUFENG 


Both the Japanese and the 
Soviet Russians appear to hold 
the view that the other side is 
bluffing in the: current border 
dispute which, according to 
cabled despatches, concerns a 
hill in the Changkufeng area 
which cannot have any great 
importance cither from a strate- 
gic or economic point of view. 
In ordinary circumstances there 
would be no question of armed 
occupation or the use of armed 
force in repulsing such occupa- 
tion. The matter would be one 
for sensible negotiation and 
possibly adjudication by a third 
party. But these are not -or- 
dinary times, nor are the parties 
concerned in the dispute ordinary 
nations. Both are militaristic 
to a degree which, earlier in the 
eentury, would: have been called 
foolish or dangerous. Both are 
organised for the mass slaugh- 
ter of opponents, Both are at 
extremes of political colouring. 
And both are wrong, as much in 
their attitude to the Chang- 
kufeng episode as in their treat- 
ment of the matter. No one 
can advise them, of course, be- 
cause they would not listen to 
advice and would probably resent 
it. And after all, they are 
mature nations, in spite of the 
fact that sometimes their leaders 
behave in a manner surprisingly 
stupid. Each side claims to 
have maps and other evidence 
showing , conclusively ~ that 
Changkufeng belongs to it. 
Each side turns its back on com- 


| promise, and while one marches 


men inte a territory whose 
ownership has never really been 
disputed, or oven bothered about, 
the other side threatens to use 
force to throw the alleged in- 
vader out. And each accuses 
the other of bluffing.. Perhaps 
both are right. 

There is one thing very cer- 
tain, and Japan and Russia must 
both -be alive to the fact, that 
with: -her hands full in China 
Japan cannot plunge recklessly

N interesting phase 

of Chinese life is the 

_ prominent part play- 
ed. by. those powerful 
institutions known as. the 
hongs or “Guilds.” | These 
bodies can boast of. a very 
ancient origin, and if we 
are to place credence in the 
assertions of Chinese his- 
torians, they far surpass 
the most sanguine claims to 
antiquity of their western 
proto-types — the collegii 
mercatorum, or “fraterni- 
ties of tradesmen” of early 
Rome. 


Although, however, it is 
usual to trace the history of 
the guilds’ rise to positions of 
influence as from the Middle 
Ages, it can nevertheless be 
said that the hongs of China 
have been always the  deposi- 
taries of much power. In China, 
too, owing to the delay in the 
introduttion of the machine age 
and mass production, the ancient 
guilds have practically retained 
their privileges intact, and 
whilst they do not possess the 
status or exclusiveness of say 
fifty years ago, they are, not- 
withstanding, = -forees to be 
réckoned with.” The guilds of 
China, moreover, .instead of 
being curbed by harsh laws and 
ultimately abolished as those of 
Europe, have been tolerated and 
encouraged. Even at the pre- 
sent day, with the attempted 
modernisation «of the country, 
and the rise of the modern 
kung-wooi, or “labour ~ unions” 
they still’ remain as _ potent 
examples of the lingering of 
ancient institutions and ideas 
into the world of the twentieth 
century. oe 
‘ What is more, there has de- 
veloped singularly enough a 
strong sense of co-operation ‘be- 
tween the hongs of the trades- 
men, and the kung-wwooi .of: the 
workmen, so that in many in- 
stances their intents and 
purposes 
identical and for these reasons 
can well be. said to complement 
one another. 


The Earliest Hongs 

The hongs, however, owing to 
their priority of origin: and 
original scope of organisation, 
have always been an intriguing 
subject. It is said that these 
institutions.-are..first authenti- 
cally mentionediin Chinese his- 
tory as far back-as 300 A.D., but 
they seem to have attained their 
positions of unrivalled power 
and influence about the begin- 
ning of the. Sung Dynasty (A.D. 
960-1280). This date anticipates 
the most ancient European guild, 
the Drapers’. Company of Ham- 
burg. (founded A.D, 1183), by 
almost two. centuries, and what 
—__

is more even at this early time, 
the Chinese konrgs were well- 
secured in. their exclusive pri- 
vileges and their organisation 
was much the same as that pre- 
vailing to-day. 

The Chinese guilds, moreover, 
have always been far better or- 
ganised than their most advan- 
ced European counterpart; for 
the hongs were reckoned as 
consisting of seventy-two dis- 
tinct organisations, comprising 
such powerful groups as_ the 
sz-hong of the silk merchant to 
that of the less aristocratic but 
still influential chwe-yeuk-hong of 
the pork butcher. Actually, 
however, the number of active 
guilds in China is considerably 
in excess of seventy-two, but for 
all practical purposes, the 
figure may be taken as a stan- 
dard as it entérs into all discus- 
sions concerning the activities 
of the various groups. 

Although, the Chinese hongs 
exert much influence in the 
affairs of the Chinese commu- 
nity in Hongkong, it is in Can- 
ton, however, where these in- 
stitutions may be studied to the 
best advantage, as much of the 
mediaeval spirit of exclusive- 
ness still permeates their ancient 
structure. Here, too, prior to 
the inauguration of the Chinese 
republic, the shops of the mem- 
bers of the seventy-two guilds 
were situated in separate streets. 
This arrangément still prevails 
to a certain extent, as for exam- 
ple, Ha-kau-p’o is the situ of 
the majority of the dehlers in 
silk. Ivory carvers and their 
shops are mostly located in Tai- 
san-lo, whilst members of‘ the 
curio guild have their shops in 
either Man-tak-lo or Sai-loi- 
ch’oh-tei—the latter being the 
so-called “Blackwood Street” of 
the foreign tourist. Of course, 
there has perhaps never been 
a strictly ideal arrangement 
whereby every trade was con- 
fined to one particular street, 
but in the past it’ was pretty 
much of an accomplished fact; 
for one thing the various guilds 
found it to their own mutual 
advantage to have all members 
of the group in as compact a 
unit as possible, not only on ac- 
count of the obvious betterment 
of trade, but also for their own 
protection and aggrandisement. 


Each guild is presided over 
by an official ‘known either as 
the hexg-cheung (guild chief) or 
hong-t’au (guild head), who is 
elected by popular ballot. of the 
respective members,..and who is 
especially nominated for the 
position on account of outstand- 
ing abilities in the way of 
either business acumen or leader- 
ship. The. members regard 
themselves as hong-ka (guild 


families) and take especial pride - 


in the fact that.they are mem- 
bers of the group, and permitted 
to share in its various privileges | 
and secrets. In fact, each guild 
Is more or less a sort of free- 
masonry, and the secrets in- 
volved are the knowledge of the 
shi-yue or “trade jargon” which 
like the passwords of a fraternal 
order are the magic formulae 
which facilitate free intercourse 
amongst the .members or hong- 
ka. These various secret ter- 
minology are of course exceed.’

More- 
over, our best and stcadicst opening 
bat is also out of it—probably for the 
last Test as well ay this one. It was 
enough to upsct a side, Then again 
there is nothing more upsetting than 
a run out. We don't know whose 
foult it was but.we know that it was 
a brilliant bit of fielding but that is 
always linble to happen in a Test! 

There {s ono rather extraordinary 
feature of the batting. Down to the 
fall of the 6th wicket, when all. our 
dotsmen were out England had only 
scored 171 runs, ond after four 
catches had been missed! It would 
seem to point to a very dificult 
wickot, but then after Price had 
made a duck, two bowlers, Verity and 
Wright put some little better aspect 
on the game by adding forty-one 
rung for the eighth wicket, 

The situation is undoubledly tad. 
True, it is something to have got rid 
of Brown but the Australian batting 
is terribly strong.

GAVE ELECTRIC: LIGHT 


TO ENGLAND 


O-DAY Britain would’ be lost without electric 
light; yet the man who introduced it was re- 
garded ag a crank—and Queen Victoria slapped 


his face! 


He.is Colone} R. E. Crompton, known as “Britain's Edison,” 
and founder of the well-known electrical engineering company, 


who has just celebrated his ninety-third birthday. 


Last month, at his home in Kensing- 
ton, the “Electric Light King” turned 
the spotlight on his own carcer. 

‘ He told how he went to the Crim- 
eon War at cleven. “My father 
awore that I was twelve, and I joined 
‘up at Gibraltar as a naval cadet,” 
«he said, 

“T got leave from the ship ond 
joined my brother, who was fighting 
with the 42nd Highlanders.” 

Before Sebastopol the little boy 
used to climb into no-man‘s land and 
collect spent bullets. 

Atter serving In the war he came 
baci to England and went to Harrow, 

When he left school, young Cromp- 
ton visited Indin, where he carried 
out the first road transport expert- 
ments. 

“"Y thought of becoming a road 
transport expert,” he sald, “but back 
In England [ found people lnughed 
at the tdea of sending: goods by rond. 

"So I toolc up n new-fangled carcer 
called electrical engineering.” 


SMALL BEGINNING 


Crompton = sturted his business 
with three employees. He designed 
and constructed his own machines 
and left to his employees the Jol cf 

. packing and dispatching, 

“When my firm started making 
electrical equipment in 1077, we fe- 
gan the electric Hyht era,” he told 
me. 

“We installed clectric light in’ the 
houses of four people, one of whom 
wos W. 8S. Gilbert, of Giloert) and 
Sullivan." 

Later Colonel Crompton discovered 
Q subway under 40 houses. He laid 
cables, wired the houses and put a 
small electric plant ia oa hut. 

This was the forerunner of the 
huge network of cables that to-day 
lights the country. 

But in those days people uscd to 
eross the road when they saw 
Crompton coming. ‘They thought he 
was a crank, 

In 1880 he visited Windsor Castic| 
and demonstrated the new means of 
lighting to Queen Victorin, 

“She didn’t like it at first," be said, 
“ond told me to toke it away. 

“But [ suggested she should wait 
and see, and she slapped my face be- 
cause I was bold enough tu have my 
own way. 

"Jo am sure I am 
whose face has been 
Queen Victoria. 

“Tm very proud of it. 
a gentle, pluyful slap.”
